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CAREER OF FAILED 
MILLIONAIRE WALSH. 


John R. Walsh was born in Ire- 
land Aug. 2, 187. He came to 
the United States with his pa- 
rents when he was 12 years old, 
settling in Chicago. At the age 
of 18 he became a clerk and sales- 
man for J. McNally, who was at 
that time one of the principal 
newsdealers of the city. 

Walsh ,o00n became popular with 
the patrons of the store, and, as 
he took a keen interest in the 
business, the developed ideas for 
its expansion. His employer, 
however, could not be induced to 
adopt his ideas,*and in 1861, with 
a little borrowed capital, ‘he 
opened a news depot of his own 
and proceeded to put his plans 
in operation. a 

In addition to his local custom- 
ers, he began to supply outside 
cities and towns of Ikinois, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and lowa with 
papers and periodicals, and his 
service was so much superior to 
that of the American News Co. of 
New York, with the facilities it 
then possesSed, that he soon cap- 
tured a large portion of North- 
western trade. This encroachment 
upon the business of the Amer- 
ican News Co. led to negotiations 
which resulted in the establish- 
ment, in 1866, of the Western 
News Co., in Chicago, with John 
R. Walsh as manager. It was the 
first branch of the American 
News ©o., which now has its 
branches in all the principal cities 
of the country. 

Mr. Walsh was one of the* 
founders of Chicago National 
Bank and the president of that 
institution from Ks inception. 

He was at one time the princi- 
pal owner of the Chicago Herald 
and Evening Post, and was in- 
terested in many other important 
enterprises. In 1847 Mr. Walsh 
married Miss Wilson of Chicago 
tind has two daughters and one’ 
son.

while skating about 11 a. m. Sunday. 

While Patrolman Woelbling lay 
on the ice and reached one hand to 
the struggling and freezing victims 
the other skaters caught hands and 
helped him draw the young man 
and woman from the water. 

After removing her shoes to which 
were screwed a pair of hockey skates 
the young woman, who was Miss Fior- 
ence Spicer of 3822 Shaw place, with 
Patrolman Woebling at ser ride, ran in 
her stocking feet over the rough ground 
to the Forest Park Substation, two 
hundred yards distant. Her’ escort 
Leon L. Groll of 3515 Lafayett® ave- 
nue, followed slowly, hobbling on his 
skates. 

For half an hour they sat 
stove in the police station, but with 
great caution avoided calling each 
other by name. The young woman re- 
— to diclose her identity to the-po- 
ce. 

The young.woman had with her an 
extra pair of shoes which she drew on 
with difficulty because of her wet 
stockings, but declined to remain a 
guest of the police until dry garments 
could be fe ched to her.

The couple finally determined to go 
home in their wet garments. Patrol- 
man Woelbling accompanied them to 
the Laclede avenue entrance to the 
park where they boarded a Laclede av- 
enue car. 

The breaking of the ice under the 
feet of the two voung skaters came 
only a moment after Patrolman Woelb- 
ling had called a warning to them. 

They and several vuther young men 
and young women were on the ice de- 
spite the sign of danger which the po- 
lice had posted on the banks of the 
lake. As Patrolman Woelbling: passed 
he addressed thimself to the two vic- 
tims of the accident, as they were near- 
est to him. 

“It’s all right, the ice will hold,” an- 
swered the young man, and con inued 
skating. Patrolman Woelbling had jus: 
turned to move off when he heard the 
ice crack. 

Looking back the policeman could see 
the youpg woman's. big biack picture 
hat above the surface of the water. 
She and her companion were struggling 
desperately to find a handhold on the 
edge of 'the ice. 


Rescued by Human Chain, 


When the other skaters saw what 
had happened the young women in the 
party screamed. Patrolman W oelbling 
hurried back, waiked cautiously to a 
point three feet from the hole in the ice 
and then instructed the others to form 
a chain, with one of his hands ag the 
first link. The plan was rewarded in 
a few moments by the rescue of the 
Miss Spicer. Her escort was drawn 
forth an instant later.

Elbert Hubbard—“‘Fra  Elbertus’’— 
finds it impossible to maintain a broth- 
erly spirit in discussing the St. Louis 
cigaretie habit.

The officials of the different Chicago 
banks were told of the situation and.a 
hurried call was sent out for a meet- 
ing of representatives of the Chicago 
Clearing House Association, as well as 
the officers of the City Bank. 

The meeting was called to order in 
the office of President Forgan of the 
First National Bank at 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon and wae in continuous 
se@sion until 5 o’clock this morning. A 
careful canvass of the. situation re- 
vealed that the Chicago National Bank 
had deposits to the amount of $16,0090,- 


00, the Home Savings Bank had savings 


deposits to the extent of $4,000,000, divid- 
ed among about 8000 depositors. 

The liabilities of the two banks and 
of the Equitable Trust Co. were rough- 
ly estimated at $26,000,000. The assets of 
the three institutions made up about 
$20,000,000 of this amount and the direc- 
tors and officials of the Chicago Na- 
tional Bank came to the front with se- 
curities amounting to about $3,000,000 
more. This left a deficit of about $3,- | 


000,000 to be faced and the Chicago ba nks 


represented at the meeting declared at 


once that they would meet the situa- 


tion and care for the deficit. 

If it proved necessary to advance any 
more than $3,000,000 to meet all demands, 
the banks pledge themselves to make 
up the amount, whatever it might be. 
The great difficulty confronting the 
bar&ers in the meeting was to arrange 
settlemént of the case in tne!

’ Clearing House Statement. 


At the close of the meeting this morn- 
ing the following statement was is- 
sued by the Chicago Clearing House 
Association: 

“The Chicago National Bank, the 
Home Savings Bank and the Equitable 
Trust Co., which have been controlled 
and managed by John R. Walsh and 
his associates, have concluded to wind! 
up their affairs and quit business in. 
the city of Chicago. After a thorough 
and careful examinatton of their af- 
fairs by the Chicage Clearing House 
banks, it is stated that all of the de- 
positors of these institutions will be 
paid in full upon demand, the Chicago 
Clearing House banks having pledged 
themselves to this result, thus putting 
all the resources of the Chicago banks 
behind the depositors of these three in- 
stitutions. The difficulty with the in- 
stitutions has been that their invest- 
ments have been made in assets con- 
nected with the railway and coal en- 
terpises of John R. Walsh.

The 
Comptroller's office has for some time 
been endeavoring to make an examina- 
tlon of the Chicago National Bank sim- 
ultaneously with an examination of the 
State institutions by the State Bank 
Examiner, but was not able to bring 
this about until a few days ago.

Senators and Representatives 
‘Give World and Post- 
Dispatch Credit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Hazing at 
the Naval Academy is to be stopped if 
Congress can do it. 

Senators and Representatives do not 
hesitate to give the World and the 
Post-Dispatch the credit of stamping 
out hazing, fagging and running at the 
Military Academy. 

Edmund L. Briggs of Brooklyn, then 
a Representative, following the hazing 
of Cadet Boaze of Pennsylvania, intro- 
duced the resolution which paved the 
way for investigation. 

The public was amazed at the revela- 
tions, but, according to information now 
before Congress, hazing at West Point 
was child's play compared with hazing 
at Annapolis. 

An attempt will be made this week 


to bave the Senate agree to a joint in- 
vestigation. 


President Roosevelt, by restoring to 


‘ the service three cadets dismissed for 


hazing in 1903, in effect, gave official 
sanction to hazing. That cadets—Char- 
fee, Little and Loft—were reinstated as 
midshipmen and placed at the foot of 
their claas. 

Their reinstatement was against the 
wishes of the officials of the Naval 
Academy, who, in reporting on the mat- 
ter, said: ‘“‘Their restoration will sim- 
ply invite another outbreak of hazing.” 

The bill for their relief proposed to 
‘restore’ them to the naval service. 
The President gent a special message 
to Congress, recommending its passage, 
in which he said: 

“Their acts were in plain violation of 
the statute, but the case presented is 
not an aggravated one, and I believe 
that there severance from the academy, 
their reduction to the foot of the class, 
of which they were members, and their 
entry into the naval = service without 
formal graduation will be adequate pun- 
ishment.”’ 


ANNAPOLIS CADETS MAY 
CONFESS BY WHOLESALE

men here have announced their inten- 
tion of urging the whole student body 
to go to the superintendent and con- 
fess that they have participated in haz- 
ing.

Newest Addition to Antique 
Store Contained Unsus- 
pected Charge.

Lebkuecher said on the stand, 


CHINESE GAMBLERS 
PLOT TO DEPORT ONE 
WHO EXPOSED THEM

Practice of the teachings of their 


Sunday school have resulted in making 
Chu Yung and his cousin, Chu Ling, 
Chinese laundrymen, Federal prisoners, 
but they are not discouraged and are 
merely waiting for more time to con- 
tinue their chosen work of exterminat- 
ing gambling from the Chinese quarters 
in St. Louis. 

They Were arrested because the valid- 
ity of their certificates, papers which 
are necessary for every Chinese, has 
been questioned. They have been re- 
ler.sed on bond, but failure to prove 
Viat the certificates they have are their 
swn may result in their deportation, 

They attribute the charge made 
against them to the fact that they 
Served as informarts and witnesses in 
recent gamwiing raids in Hop Alley. 

Chu Yung has been a student in the 
class of Mrs. John L. Brandt, wife oi 
the pastor of First Christian Church, 
for two years. The church members in- 
tend to send him to school, where he 
wishes to study law and prepare to do 
missionary work among his countrymen 
in America. He wants to study law tn 
order to be able to help Chinese in pre- 
dicaments similar to the one which now 
confronts him. 

Mra. Brandt's Statement. 

Mrs. Brandt, who knows Chu Yung 
well, gave this account of his experi- 
ence tu a Post-Dispatch reporter: ‘‘One 
of the greatest hindrances to our work 
is the gambling in Hop Alley. Once 
one of our boys goes down there and 
enters a game he is practically bwst. He 
becomes an idler and spends ail his 
tle there, seldom coming back to us. 

“Those who have been in business sell 
out. We have regretted that for a long 
time, but felt powerless to act. 
boys—there are 48 in our class—came to 
us and said: ‘‘Why don’t you _ stop 
gambling in Chinatown. That so bad 
for boys.’ 

“Moved by their words, we wrote to 
Gov. Folk and told him conditions. He 
replied, telling us to 0 to the police 
and naming the man we should see. 
Pleased with his letter, we did. 

“The authorities told us that there 
was only one way that convictions could 
he obtained. They said that we must 
have witnesses that had won and lost 
money in the games who would be able 
to name tHe men who played. 

“We knew that that was work that 
only Chinamen could do. White men 
are never admitted to the Chinese gam- 
bling rooms. They have men whose 
work it is to guard the gambling rooms. 

Equipped With Electric Alarms. 
‘The one at the outer dopr, when 
questioned by an ordinary white man, 
merely replies: ‘Me no understand’ 
Should the white man be an officer ora 
detective, the guard touches an electric 
button with his foot and the second 
guard has given the alarm and the 
Chinese have hidden before the officer 
enters. The rooms are quiet when he 
reaches them. 

‘We had almost given up the idea of 
doing anything, but were aroused again 
by the persistence of Chu Yung, whom 
I consider one of my best boys. We 
call him ‘Sunshine,’ because he is so 


bright and happy. 

“He asked me if there wasn’t any 
way. I told him that there was, but 
that it might mean the life of any one 
that tried. I knew the revengeful spir- 
it of the Chinese, especially the Chi- 
nese gamblers. I have great trust in 
Chu Yung, but I did not like to send 


him to do such daring work. 
“ try,’ he said; ‘I not mig 
him if he knew anyone £ 
meno help him, and he replied that he 
would get his cousins. They do not 
come to our Sunday eshool, but are 
of others. 
oT tid him that he mist neglect his 
work for a week or two and spend his 
time in Chinatown, so that the gam- 
biers would suppose that he had come 
to stay; that he must gamble until he 
had beth lost and won and that he 
must know the names of those that 
played. 


How He Exposed Them. 


“He listened carefully and did as I[ 
told him. He was playing at one of 
the tables when his cousin went after 
the policemen who arrested the gam- 


blers. ; 

“Before the time for the trial came 
one of the gamblers went to Chu Yung 
and said: “Here $0 you no be witness 
tomorrow. It do you no good.’ 

Chu Yung refused and the gambler of- 
fered him $500. 

“That was refused also. Before Chu 
Yung went on the witness stand IJ told 
him to be careful about his replies to 
the judge and not to answer anything 
he did not understand. 

“‘He understands everything that I say 
to him and I understand all that he 
says in English, but he does not un- 
derstand when persons speak quickly 
to him. The judge asked him how long 


he did not understand. The policeman 
asked him the same question and ht 
unde od. The judge asked him how 
long he had been goin to Sunday 
echool, and when a reply was finally 
received the judge refused to listen to 
further george b from him and the 
gamblers were discharged. 

“Chu Yung was not discouraged. He 
said after he came from the witness 
Stand: ‘Nev’ mind, I go to sachool. Then 
I understand. Then I stop gambling in 
Chinatown.’ 

Highbinders After Him. 

“Chu Yung care to my house several 
days afterward and seemed troubled. 
He told me that the gamblers had sent 
to New York for four highbinders and 
a things would be made hard for 


weapons to kill someone in China- 
town. That was because of my urg- 
ae I felt that he must have some- 
thing to defend himself. He carried 
a hammer. When asked why he ex- 
plained that he needed it to break out 
if he were locked up in a room. 

“l learned Tuesday that Chu Yung 
had been arrested and went at once 
to the Federal Court. Complaint had 
been made that the certificate that 
he has is not his own. The certificate 
Plan is not well understood. Certifi- 
cates are precious papeis to the Chi- 
nese. Without them they are not al- 
lowed to live in the Unitea States. 
Often thev are lost and stolen. I 
have certificates belonging to a num- 
ber of bo locked up in my house. 

“Even the possession of a certificate 
does not make a Chinese immune, His 
right of its rossession may be doubted 
at any time and he be called upon to 
prove his right if complaint is made 
to the Federal authorities.

CLUB SHOULD LEND A HAND. 


I am sadly disappointed by the lack of activity. I do not consider the 
club hampered by its constitution or by its form of organization. If it ig, let 
us change both so as to broaden its scope. 

Something should be done to draw manufacturers to the city, and the 
Million Club ought to work for this end with the Manufacturers’ Assoctation. 

The club should not Iimit its efforts to passing on propositions submit- 
ted by constituent bodies and saying: ‘Good thing; go ahead with it.’ It 
should lend a hand—do something. 


I do not look on the withdrawal of the Furniture Board of Trade and the 
action of the West End Business Men's Association as signs of disintegra- 
tion. At the meeting to be held in January officers will be chosen. Then 
the membership will probably be heard from. 


DIDN’T KNOW HE WAS OFFICER. 


CYRUS P. WALBRIDGE, president of the Business Men’s League: 

A working federation of the business organizations of St. Louis is very de- 
sirable, and this, practically, is what the Million Populaiion Club amounts to. 

Of course, a federation of that sort must necessarily work with much cau- 
tion and in a manner to bring about the hearty and sincere co-overation of the 
different business organizations which it stands for. Persons engaged in public 
work of this nature must exercise as much care and fidelity as they do in 
their own private affairs. 

Volunteer organizations of this character have no powers except the power 
derived from public confidence. A few mistakes would destroy that confidence 
and the power of the organization would cease. It necessarily follows that the 
work must progress slowly, and I still believe that this federation of the busi- 
ness organizations may work out excellent results for the city. 

(Mr. Walbridge’s statement was dictated by him ‘to his stenographer after 
he had been informed that he was a member of the executive committee of 
ihe Million Club. He at first objected to expressing his views, saying {Tat he 
was not, so far as he knew, a member of the commiktee. When an official ligt 
was shown him which bore his name as a member of the committee, he ex- 
pressed surprise.) 


HAS UNITED BUSINESS BODIES. 


DAVID R. FRANCIS, rresident of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition: 

The Million Club hag had but two meetings since {ts organization: one 
héld in March last, which indorsed the~ charter amendments voted on at the 
Aa election, and the other held a few weeks ago, which indorsed the free 
bridge. : 

The proposition to organize the Million Club was made the closing night 
of the Exposition by Festus J. Wade,who stated the idea was not original 
with him. The proposition met with general favor, prompted to se 
by a determination on the part of those who had been advocates » 
tion to prevent, by organized effort, the reaction which the pessimists of the 
community had prophesied would follow the close of the Fair. It ts unnecessary 
to state that such reaction never materialized. 

When the organization of the Million Club was submitted to me, | asked 
what would be its province and what the character of its work, stating that 
the Business Men's League, the Merchants’ Exchange, the Manufacturers’ 
Association and other commercial organizations were doing good work and 
that I would not join any movement for the purpose of supplanting them or 
circumscribing their efforts. 

After some conference on the subject, a committee was appointed to for- 
mulate and submit.a plan of organization. The result was an association of 
commercial organizations called the Million Club, in which there are no indi- 


vidual members. 
SHOULD ATTACK SMOKE NUISANCE, 


When you ask me what the future work of the Million Club will he, 1 
reply that it will be a great accomplishment to unite all the members of the 
ublic good. The difficulty 
heretofore has been that, if the matter was taken up by one organization 
the others were loth to favor it, and in many instances declined to support it, 
however meritorious it might be, because it was considered the enterprise of 
the organization originaiiing it. The constitution and by-laws of the Million 
Club require that any matter submitted to a meeting must Previously have 
been submitted to the organizations composing the membership. 


I think one good work for the Million Club to take.up and

San Francisco and all cific ports without breaking bulk. 

Furthermore, I am still heartily in favor of abolishing the bridge arbi- 
trary and making St. Louis the terminus of every r approaching the city on 
the East Side, and think the rate given to and from Bt Louls should treat 
the distance across the Mississippi ag so much mileage. If a free bridge is con- 
sidered necessary to bring about such conditions, I am in favor of a free bridge. 

My impression is that the managers of the several railroad lines entering 
St. Louis would advocate this licy if encou ed to do so, and that putting 
it into operation is only delayed by the opposition of three or four ¢Gastern 


roads. 
ORGANIZE NEW RAILROAD. 


If, as some contend, the erection and operation of a free bridge would 
not entirely remove the bridge arbitrary, then St. Louls is able to cg@n- 
struct or organize another line to the Atlantic seaboard that will make St. 
Louis its Western terminus, instead of East St. Louis. Such a line would 
inevitably force the other lines to a@opt the same policy. 

There are various other projects wkich united action on the part of the 
commercial and labor organizations of St. Louis could aid and bring about. 
One subject should be taken up immediately and pushed with all possible 
diligence. That Is the construction of boulevards and the opening of parks 
for the beautifying of the city. 

St. Louis now has less park acreage than it had when I was Mayor, 29 
years ago, and has fewer parks than any city of its size in the world. 
Many cities of smaller population and less wealth than St. Louis have 
more miles of boulevards and more parks than we have. 

Almost every city in the United States is now either engaged in or con- 
sidering the establishment of an elaborate boulevard and park system. St. 
Louis should not be behind in anything. hear cng | in this, after the unsur- 
passed landscape architecture of the World’s Fair made the impression 
upon our visitors that the people of this city appreciate the beauties as 
well as the comforts of life. 


SPLENDID ORGANIZATION IN THEORY. 


WALTER B. STEVENS, secretary of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co., 
serviug as secretary, without salary, of the club: 

The Million Club is theoretically @ splendid organization. Whether it will 
ever be any more remains to be shown. j 

It was never intended that the club should enter the fields of activity of 
other organizations. It is not its province to initiate movements. It is mere- 
ly a medium of communication, for exchange of ideas. 

Festus J. Wade is father of the Million Club. The suggestion of the or- 
ganization was his, and the ‘clearing house of ideas’ plan, which was 
adopted as the club's basis, was his, the phrase being his own. There was 
much difference of opinion and other plans were suggested, but the Wade idea 
prevailed. 

I think the club, up to this time, has done about all it started out to do. 
As it exists, it is more a moral force than anything else,

CANAL SCANDALS 


President Consults With Sena- 
tors—Has Shonts Resigned 
Railroad Presidency? 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—President 


Roosevelt last night took up the Pana- 
man scandals. @ summoned Senators 
Allison and Hale and Chairman Shonts 
to the White House and plans were dis- 
cussed to conduct the business of the 
canal in a manner to stop the unfavora- 
ble criticisms in Congress and the 


press. 
Senator Tillman has charged that Mr. 
Shonts has not re#gned the presiaencs 
of the Clover Leaf Railroad, while it 
was the understanding of the President 
that Mr. Shonts had done so. This ques- 
tion was discussed, but those present 
at the conference declined to discuss 
the attitude of the President. 
Another topic under consideration 
was the case of Secretary Bishop, who 
has been acting as press agent for the 
commission. Chairman Shonts was in- 
structed to see that Mr. Bishop cuts 
out his press work. 
There was also a discussion regarding 
future legislation for the canal. There 
is a disposition in Congress to take 
the entire matter out of the hands of 
the President, to place the responsihil- 
ity for construction upon others, and to 
fix their salaries as well as w piace 
some restraint upon them in ex ture. 
The President’s orders provide that 
there shall be four meetings each year 
of the commission on the isthmus. The 
next meeting will be held Jan. 1. Chair- 
man Shonts will leave here in a few 
days for Panama, and he was given 
some instructions the President re- 
garding affairs on the isthmus.

Quarrel Over Fiancee of Elmer, 
Who Tried to Separ- 
ate Them.

Elmer McCaslin, who was shot by his 
cOusin, Jesse McCasiin, at the home of 
their uncle, Rev. H. C. McCaslin, Bil 
Bond avenue, East St. Louis, Saturday 
morning, in a quarrel due to jealousy 
over Miss Laverne Holmes, with whom 
both were in love, is dead. Jesse Mc- 
Caslin, his slayer, says he is sorry, but 
insists that he shot his cousin in self- 
defense, 

Elmer died at 8:15 p. m. Sunday at 
Henrietta Hospital, East St. Louis, 
where he was taken two hours after 
the shooting. He at no time regained 
consciousness after he was taken to the 
hospital. ; 

Jesse was lying on his coat in a cell 
at the East St. Louis Police Station 
when he was informed Monday morn- 
ing of the death of his cousin. 

‘Is that so?” he said, raising his head 
but not rising from the cot. 

Encouraged to discuss the tragedy he 
said: “I can’t help it. I think, as I did 
before, that it was either my life or 
his. Am I sorry? Oh, yes; I'm sorry, 
but I can't help it.” 

Warrant to Be Asked. 

No warrant has been issued against 
Jesse yet. One will be applied for aft- 
er the inquest, which will be held dur- 
ing the day. 

The parents of Elmer and Jesse Mc- 
Caslin, each 23 years old, live at Ram- 
sey, [ll For a year the young men 
had made their home with their uncle 
in East St. Louis. For the same pe- 
riod Miss Holmes has been employe:l 
in the McCaslin household. Both 
young men paid their attentions, but 
she preferred Elmer, and became en- 
gaged to him. Elmer was jealous of 
his cousin. 

The fatal quarrel occurred in the din- 
ing room of the McCaslin home. El- 
mer accused Jesse of telling Laverne 
that Elmer would beat her after she 
became his wife. Laverne denied that 
Jesse had said this to her, and in + 
rage Elmer siapped the girl and his 
cousin. Jesse went to his room and 
got his revolver, but the cousins ate 
breakfast without renewing the quar- 
rel, 

After breakfast the quarrel started 
anew. Jesse says Elmer struck him 
and Knocked him down and beat hisn. 
He fired two shots, the second passing 
through Elmer's stomach. 

It was not until Elmer had walked 
to the gate and back that he or the 
others knew that he had been shot. 
He was put to bed and the members 
of the family did what they could for 
him until he became unconscious. An 
ambulance was called then. The police 
were notified and Jesse was arrested. 

At the time of the shooting the fam- 
ily name was understood to be spelled 
McCasland. Jesse said Monday morn- 
ing that the correct spelling was Mc- 
Caslin, the East St. Louis Directory be- 
ing in error in the spelling.

“I’m not a story teller by nature,” 
said Clara, “but I was determined to 
gain my point and get to papa. I 
feared if I told the truth to the train 
conductor and the Louisville police, my 
aunt at Scottsburg would learn of my 
whereabouts before I could find friends 
here, and that I would be returned to 
her. 

“I don’t doubt but what she is wor- 
rying over my disappearance at this 
minute, but it serves her right. I shall 
never consent to live with her again. I 
don’t blame my uncle George, for he 
was afraid of my aunt, and allowed 
her to have her way in everything.” 

According to Clara’s story, she left 
the home of her aunt at 9 a. m.

To older St. Louisans the interest of the performance was accentuated D) 
the presence in the cast of Maude Lillian Berri and Frank Moulan, the one 
formerly a prima donna and the other a favorite funny man, of the Savags 
English opera engagements in St. Louis, and these two popular persons re- 
ceived a-very warm welcome. Miss Berri takes the part of Prince Rudolph, in 
which she looks quite stunning, sings two distinctly catchy songs, finds occa 
sion to wear at least three striking costumes, and altogether makes a very 
pleasing impression in her more or less new departure. Frank Moulan is 
Mary, the cook, who rules the King and court as cooks are wont to rule all 
with whom they come in contact, and he makes the most of the opportunity 
for fun found in This opaortunity is not so great as Moulan de- 
serves, but that, of course, isn’t his f ault. His biggest hit

The new production is presented along generous lines, and, while not so 
beautiful or so lavish in its appointments as was ‘“‘Mother Goose,’ is never- 
theless pleasing to the eye and full of color and animation.

Mr. Walker Whiteside has abandoned the good fight and become a moder: 
romanticist. He returned to St. Louis last night after an absence of two 
years, and gave a very pleasant entertainment at the Century Theater in 
‘‘We Are King.”’ a satirical comedy by Lieut. Gordon Kean, an officer in the 
British Army. The piece had never beeen seen here, nor had Mr. Whiteside 
been seen In anything quite so Zendaic and Hentzautiec. 

There are moments in ‘“‘We Are King’ when one would not be surprised 
to see James K. Hackett, in doublet and plume, rush into view mouthing some- 
thing by Anthony Hope or Maurice Hewlett; but it Is an entirely new combi- 
nation of the sort that we have here, Mr. Whiteside evidently having decided 
that if he is to be a prince at all, it cannot be a mad prince, defenseless as 
a sheep, but a glad prince, hot in love and handy in war. 

The play in which he is appearing at the Century cuts out some strenuous 
work for him, for he plays the dual roles of the King of Kahnberg and the 
stranger who looks like the King and who has been seized by the King’s en- 
emies and thrust on the throne. The stranger has gone into the little kingdom 
as a correspondent for the London Record, and in the end he discovers himself 
the rightful heir to the throne and holds it,against the very people who made 
him King temporarily to further their political ends. Mr. Whiteside has 
staged the play with some pretentions, and has quite a capable company, in- 
cluding Miss Douglas, an attractive leading lady. In the beginning the pieca 
seems a musical comedy without the music, but as the surprise of the corre- 
spondent’s identity develops it ceases to be commonplace and assumes quite a 
show of interest. It will not add anything to the professional] stature of Mr.

What 
Miss Wetmore says was a “false re- 
port’’ was submitted by the committee 
Sept. 1, and when she reported for duty 
at the opening of schoo! she was told 
her place was filled. She says she made 
threes efforts to get a Statement from 
the board of any reason for her dismis- 
sal, and then consulted Attorney R.
